Well-Water and Typhoid Fever. 


In the summer of 1878 seme forty 
persons in Rochester, whose supply of 
drinking water was derivedfrom a cer- 
tain well were taken sick with ty- 

hoid fever and @ther zymotic diseases. 

he health-officer had the well closed, 
so that the people were obliged to get 
water from other sources. Their re 
covery was rapid from that moment. 
A request was then addressed to every 
physician in the city te report the 
names and residences of all persons 
sick with typhoid fever. About fifty 
cases having been reported, health in- 
spectors were sent to the various lo- 
calities, who inquired into their sani- 
tary conditions, the distance of cess- 
pools, sewers and privy-vaults from 
the wells; also whether the patients 
drank well-water either at their 
place of business. Samples of water 
were taken from the wells, and sub- 
mitted for analysis to Dr. Lattimore, 
professor of chemistry in the Univer- 
sity of Rochester. The result of the 
inquiries was to show that, of the 
whole number of cases of typhoid re- 
ported, all but two had followed from 
the use of well-water; the exceptional 
cases arese fram ill-ventilated apart- 
ments in close proximity to foul 
water-closets. It was also ascertained 
that a very large number of. wells in 
the city were situated within an av- 
erage distance of less than thirty feet 
from cesspools and privy-vaults, while 
a great many of thei were distant not 
over ten feet. 


Tramps in New York State. 


The Times gives an account of an army 
of tramps, who bave been driven from 
other States by tramp laws and have 
taken possession of a tract of land near 
Newburg, on the Hudson, and levy on 
the farmers in the _ vicinity.

hand, filled with the particulars of the | 


terrible explosion of the magazine at 
the Standard mine last Thursday eve- 
ning. Abeut 8 o'clock a great cloud 
of smoke was seen from the streets of 
Bodie, rising from the summit of the 
hill on which were situated the Stand- 


ard works and the powder magazine. 
Immediately afterward came the ter- 
rific roar of the explosion, attended 
with a shock like. that of a violent 
@atthquake. The jar was so great 
twenty-five miles away that at Bridge- 
port it was mistaken for an earth- 
quake, The whole population of Bo- 
die was throwgpinto a fever of anxiety 
and excitemem. The nature of the 
disaster was at once realized, and the 
hill leading up to the Standard site 
was soon covered with people strug- 
gling to reach the summit. Many 
lights had been extinguished, and win- 
dows broken in the town below by the 
shock. Stores and houses were left 
open and empty, while men, women 
and children joined in the mad race 
for the scene of the calamity. The 
old Standard works were now blazing, 
and the flames served to light up the 
fearful spectacle in the gathering 
darkness. Where had stood the mag- 
‘azine now yawned a gaping pit. A 
few yards distant the old works were 
burning. All around were lying the 
wrecks of mixvor buildings and of 
ruined cabins. Crawling about among 
the ruins, were the

dazed and speechless from the shock. 
The shaft did not take fire, as at first 
reported. The men in the mine knew 
nething of the explosion,j and were 
safe in any event, as escape was easy 


through the connecting drifts into the 
Standard Con. The less of life was 
supposed to be very great, but the 
actual number of deaths, including 
the missing men, and those who died 
- after the explosion, did not exceed six. 
About forty men were wounded, al- 
most all of whom are expected to re- 
cover, although seme are yet in a dan- 
gerous condition. It appears that the 
destruction of property has been 
greatly overestimated. The machinery 
of the old Standard works was ruined, 
and the buildings destroyed. At the 
Summit works, about 400 feet from 
the magazine, the building was blown 
down, but the machinery was net 
seriously injured. The roof of the 
Standard Con. building, 600 feet to 
the westward, was crushed in, and the 
building badly shaken, but the ma- 
chinery was left in werking order. 
The buildings of the Jupiter, Dudley, 
Tioga, Bechtel and old Bodie works 
had doors and windows broken, but 
sustained ne great injury. The fore- 
‘going includes all the damage of which 
any account has been received. The 
magazine contained about three tons 
of giant powder.

The Bedie Standard makes the fo- 
lowing coajectures in regard to it: 


“As near as can be ascertained the 
magazine must have been fired by the 
droppiog of a cap by William O’Brien, 
the man who carried the keys and 
had charge of it.

Malloy was sent from the Satndard 
Con. for fuse, and applied to O’Brien, 
who was also carman of the old works. 
O’Brien then proceeded to the powder 
house. This was the last ever heard 
of the twe men.” 

The bodies of Malloy and O’Brien 
had not been fonnd at last accounts.

Wasuinaton nly 6. —The chief of 
burean of statistics furnishes’ the ful- 
lowing information, derived from of- 
ficial returns, in regard to imoigra- 
tion: There arrived at the pert of 
New York during the month of May, 
1879, 21,576 passengers, 18,109 of 
whom were immigrants. During the 
corresponding period jn 1878 the total 
number of passengers arrived at that 
port was 15,271, of whem 12,213 were 
imm¥rrants. Ot the total arrivals at 
the port during the mouth of May, 
1879, there were from England 25433; 
from Ireland, 3142; from Germany, 
4420: from Sweden, 2501; from Nor- 
way, 1058; from all other countries, 
4485. the arrivals at the port of New 
York during the twelve months ended 
May 31, 1879, as compared with the 
correspending period of 1878, were as 
ollows: 

IMMIGRANTS, 1879, 92,801; 
1878, 71,091; citizens returned, 1879, 
37 ,337 ; 1878, 25,365; sojourners, 1879, 
6050; 1878, 5000; total, 1879, 135,188; 
1878, 101,446. Statistics in the land 
office show the emigration to the wesv- 
ern country this season to have thus 
far been unprecedented. As many as 
1200 entries of public lands were 
lately made in six days, which is said 
to be equivalent tothe taking up of 
192,000 acres of gavernment land. 
Most of the land has been entered 
under the homestead law and 


TIMBER CULTURE ACT. 


This latter act was passed to promote 
the growth of timber on barren land, 
and its provisions are that the settler 
shall plaut net less than 2700 trees on 
each acre, and at the time of making 
the final proof there shall be grewing 
at least 675 trees to each acre. In 
this way much that has been com 
paratively waste laad is rapidly being 
improved and settled. Although the 
entire west is getting the benefit of 
this movement of population, more 
land has been taken up in Kansas and 
Dakota than elsewhere. There has 
been large emigration to Minnesota 
this season, The statistics of the fiscal 
year ending, June, 1879, will show ap 
emigration nearly four times as large 


as in the year 1876.

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Crime in Texas. 


From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
An official publication which is at- 
tested by State authority, bears the 


ral, and is a “list of fuyitives from 
justice, compiled from official recerds 
received from the several counties” in 
Texas, and on file in that office. 

It thus appears that there are 4585 
fugitives from Texan justice. Of this 
number 851 were guilty of murder and 
889 had committed grand larceny. 
That peculiar industry which the law 
recognizes as horse-stealing, and which 
Judge Lynch, in other localities, often 
'summarily punishes, is represented by 
| 601 operators, and the fugitive cattle- 
Stealers number 541. Hog-stealing 
also appears to have been extensively 
practiced,.that branch being repre- 
| sented by 169 persons, who doubtless 
can worry down ham and eggs with 
| peatness and dispatch. But by far 
the greater number of fugitives from 
Texan justice, as this official record 
discloses, were of a class of men whose 
offense is Characterized as ‘‘attempted 
murder’—men who were expert in un- 
loading the hip pecket, but somewhat 
deficient in precision of aim. They 
could shoot, aud, as it appears, could 
also .run and get away, but couldn't hit 
a vital spot, amd were, therefore, 
forced to be content with merely crip-

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A MASON’S VALLEY. 


A Promising Agricultural Section in 
Central Nevada. 


But for the sink of the Humboldt 
the valley in which it lies, known as 
the Big Meadows, would be almost the 
éxact counterpoint of Mason's valley. 
The latter lies about 50 miles south- 
east of Virginia, and is favorably sit- 
uated to be irrigated by the waters of 
Walker river, of which there are two 
branches, which join near the south 
end of the valley, and ran fer a con- 
siderable distance through it. The 
river has not half the volume of the 
Truckee, but it is much less rapid and 


makes a very fine show. Itis stocked 
with excellent fish, the best of which 
is a small native trout, which is one of 
the choicest on the coast. Several im- 
portant irrigation schemes have been 
planned iad are in partial operation. 
The price of water is only 50 and 75 
cents an acre per year. 
TWO CROPS OF ALFALFA 


per season can be cut. Wheat and 
barley grow from 25 to 50 bushels te 


‘the acre. The valley is about 22 miles 


long and 10 wide,and is capable of sup- 
porting adepse population. The soil 


is alluvial mixed with decayed vegeta- 
ble matter and is very rich. There 
have been great improvements in the 
last two years. The population is 
now about 600 and it is steadily in- 
creasing. Quite a furore existed: for 
a time in parts of Nevada, and it look- 
ed as though half the people of the 
state were go’ng to Mason’s valley. If 
the Bodie railroad should ever be 
built it would revive the interest of 
outsiders and 


POPOLATE THE VALLEY 
very quickly. Lying on a railroad 
midway between two such camps as 
Virginia City and Bodie, its products 
would finda ready market at good 
prices. The altitude is about the 


same as Reno, but the climate is not 
nearly so govel. Instead of the fine 
forests ant snowy ranges which lie 
west of the Truckee meadows, low 
ranges of barren brown hills crowd 
around the valley on every side, und 


instead ef generating cooling breezes, 
serves as hot plates to raise the tem- 
perature of the already heated air.

TRUCKEE SALMON. 


River—Success of the Attempt to 
Stock Lake Tahoe with Salmon. 


About three years ago, the Fish 
Commissioners of California caused 
many thousands of the young fry of 
Sacramento salmon to be turned inte 
the waters of Lake Tahoe. Until re- 
cently nothing had been heard from 
the fish. Some fishermen at Tahoe 
City informed a GazeTre reporter last 


summer that none of the young sal- 
mon had been seen in the lake.

BODIE’S CALAMITY. 


A Salmon Caught in the Truckee | An Explosion of a Powder Magazine— 


Destruction of the Standard and 
Summit Works—Many Killed and 
Wounded, 


A frightful disaster occurred at 
Bodie last evening. The giant pow- 
der magazine near the old Standard 
mine incline exploded with a shock 
like an earthquake. The works of the 
Standard were blown to pieces and all 
the buildings near demolished. The 


Summit works went down in the gep- 
eral ruin. Me shaft of the Standard 
mine took fire immediately after the 
explosion. A large force ef men 
were in the mine, but as the drifts 
had been connected they were not in 
danger. The shock was scarcely felt 
under ground. The catastrophe sent 
Bodie wild with excitement. The 
loss of life was at first supposed to be 
great, and for some time it was im- 
possible to learn the truth. The rel- 
atives of the men in the mine were ino 
an agony of fright untilthey learned 
of the safety of the miners. The last 
dispatch from Bodie stated that as 
faras heard from, there were eight 
deaths and over forty wounded. In 
addition to the bedies~ recovered, 
others are believed to have been 
blewn to pieces -beyond recognition. 
Bodie has the sympathy of our citizens 
in her distress.

The Annual Report of the Fire Mar- 
shal— Causes of Fires— Damage to 
Property—In ce--An Interesting 
and Suggestive Showing. 


The Bulletin publishes the follew- 
ing statistics of fires in San Francisco, 
for the year ending June 30, 1879: 


The causes of 387 fires and alarms 
were as follows: Attempts to set fire,

The losses were covered by insur- 
ance to the amount of $2,262,205 32.

Property destroyed of 
the value of $154,049 06 was unin- 
sured, and of the value of $208,467 80 
insured.

The Oakland Strike. 


Some of the men employed in fill- 
ing inthe Long Wharf at Oakland, 
day before yesterday struck for 
higher wages. They were getting 
$1 50 per day and struck tor $2 00. 
Yesterday the foreman carried over 
fifteen Italians to take the place of the 
fifteen strikers. When the gang 
reached the end of the Long Wharf, 
five refused to go any farther, as 
trouble was anticipated. The re- 
maining ten had enly been at work a 
few minutes when a large force of 
men, numbering about 200, proceeded 
to the farther eud ef the train, where 
the Italians were at-work, and or- 
dered them to leave, presuming that 
they were werking for the amount of- 
fered by Mr. Strowbridge —$1 50 per 
day. A quarrel ensued between the 
strikers and the foreman, the latter 
arming himself with stones and the 
strikers throwing him into the trestle. 
On arriviog at the scene Officer Wal- 
lace saw a general scuffling, with two 
or three men attacking the foreman.

This 
had the desired effect. A few ran- 
dom stones were thrown at the Ital- 
ians, who beat a hasty retreat along 
the side-track to the Long Wharf. 
The two men who were at work yes- 
terday morning for $1 50 were or- 
dered by the strikers to leave yester- 
day at noon. One of these was heard 
to remark that he and his family had 
been able to obtain but one meal a 
day for ove or two weeks, and he pre- 
ferred to work for even $1 per day te 
seeing his clildren suffer. It was at 
tirst supposed that the strike was 
aimed at Chinumen, and even now the 
feeling is most intense with regard to 
keeping them away. It is no longer 
a question that violence will result 
from an attempt to put Chinese on 
the work.

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A Grand Lumber Market. 


Truckee Republican, 

Truckee is about to receive a pew 
and inestimable impetus to her lum- 
ber trade. This is no less than the 
furnishing of Arizona and the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad with lumber, 
Thos. M. Cash, traveling agent of the 
CG. P. R. R., has been in town this 
week completing arrangements for the 
new trafic. A'special lumber rate has 
been established, by which Truckce 
can successfully compete with and 
outrival San Francisco and the coast. 
By present arrangements, Truckee 
lumber cau be laid down at Mariposa, 
the present terminus of the road, at 
$29 20 per thousand, This is con- 
siderably lower thau the San Fran- 
cisco dealers can furnish lumber. 
The annual demand of the Arizona 
trade will be enermous. Arizona 
lumber is of a very inferior quality, 
and bears an exorbitant price. The 
miners, the railroad, the rapidly grew- 
ing towns, will require hundreds of 
thousands of feet this year, and a con- 
stantly increasing supply in the future. 
All the lumber that is supplied to 
this vast region of country penetrated 
and opened up by the Southern Pacific 
must be supplied from Catifernia 
forests. The Truckee miilmen have 
at last a ready and permanent market 
for all the lumber they are capable of 
manufacturing,

The clothing store of L. Abrahams 
Bros. & Co., at Virginia City, was en- 
tered by burglars about 3 o'clock 
Sunday morning and robbed of a con- 
siderable amount of money and jewel- 
ry. John F. Myers, while out walk- 
ing Sunday afternoon, saw two 
strangers get eut of a Chinaman’s 


wagon about amile south of town: 


and walk into town. Constable 
Avery getting wind of the robbery 
and learning from Mr. Myers of the 
singular actions of the two strangers, 
his suspicions immediately settled up- 
on them, and he and Myers 
PROCEEDED TO “SHADOW” THEM, 
Just before the lightning train ar- 
rived they saw the objects of their sus- 
picion go into Bradley's lumber yard, 
and arrested them. On their way to 
jail one of the parties dropped a lot of 


money, tied up in a cloth, in a pile of 
shavings. The movement was seen 
and the money picked up. Onsearch- 
ing the prisoners $421 75 and a quan- 
tity of jewelry were feund in their 
possession. <5 One ef them hadena 
suit of clothes taken from the store. 
They were lodged in jail and the 
sheriff of ‘Storey county notified by 
telegraph of the capture. 

SHERIFF WILLIAMSON CAME DOWN 
after the caged burglars Monday 
in company with Mr. Abrahams, who 
recognized some of the jewelry in the 
prisoner’s possession as his property. 
The store was entered by means of the 
skylight. The money was taken from 
a Tilton & McFarland safe, which 
was ‘“‘cracked” in such a_ scientific 
manner that it was evidently the work 
of adepts inthe business. The money 
found on the men arrested corres- 
ponded very accurately in amount and 
denomination with that taken from 
the safe. At the jail the prisoners 

e their names as George Henry 
and William Anderson, and said they 
had been residents of Virginia City 
for two years past.

Snow-Plants at Donner Lake. 
Growing on the flanks of the Sierra,
